New Legislation 
Makes Changes in 
Illinois Sales Tax 


New regulations have been is­ 
sued covering the retailers’ occu­ 
pation tax and use tax in Illinois, 
based on legislation passed at the 
last session of the Legislature 
Principal features of the logi.vla 
tion are: 
1—Tile 2 1-2 per cent occupa­ 
tion tax and use tax rates have 
been extended indefinitely, total­ 
ing 3 per cent where municipali­ 
ties have elected to collect the ad 
ditional 1-2 per cent. 
2—Retailers must now add 
the 
use tax to the selling price and 
collect the tax as a separate item 
from the price. 
3—Bills changing the filing date 
from the 15th to the last of 
the 
month were passed, but will not 
become effecter until July, 1959 
Therefore, 
taxpayers must con­ 
tinue to file returns by the 15th 
of the month following the month 
for which the return Is filed. 
4—Sales made on or after Aug 
ust I are taxable at the full value 
of the selling price, including the 
\alue of tangible personal proper 
tv taken in trade by the seller in 
the transaction 
5—On 
repair transactions, the 
tax may he added to cost of parts 
only where a separate charge is 
made for parts, but if no separate 
charge is made, the entire trans­ 
action is subject to tax. 
Additional 
requirements 
are 
made in filling out forms, includ­ 
ing a separate showing of tax on 
items taken n trade, considered as 
use tax in contrast to sales tax 
on he remainder of the transac­ 
tion.

Even though ewes were drenched 
when going onto pasture in the 
i »pring, iom« check on parasites 
I should be made now. Mansfield 
■ **ys it is Impossible that stomach 
worms have built up in both ewes 
and lambs since the spring drench 1 
j >ng. 


If your lambs have not already 
reached market weight, parasites 
may be the reason, the veterinarian I 
| points out. Failure to gain weight, I 
shabby appearance of fleece, diar 
rhea, 
weakness 
and 
occasional 
death are all evidence of a build 
! up of parasites. 
Since it is only a abort time un 
til breeding season, ifs a good time 
to get ewes into good condition 
for next year’* lamb crop. 
The 
ram should also be checked to see 
that he is free of parasites and in 
good condition, 
Mamfield says a phenothiazine 
will remove most stomach 
worms, but it can’t bo expected to 
remove all of them. 
To prevent 
the larval worms from increasing 
on pasture, he suggest* keeping a 
one to ten mixture of phenolhta 
line and salt before the animals at 
ail times. Pasture rotation will al I 
so help to reduce summer b u ild u p j 
of parasites. 
Controlling stomach worms now 
is one of the steps to planning for 
a good lamb crop next winter and 
an aid in getting remaining lambs 
off to morket, the veterinarian con 
eludes.
